T h e S c h r o d e r M u rd er T r ia l. 
O a k la n d , December 7th.—The court room 
was again thronged with spectators this 
morning, eager to hear the testimony in the 
trial of Edward Schroder, who is charged 
with the crime of killing Dr. Lefevre. 
Sirah J. Gallagher was recalled : 
I testi­ 
fied yesterday that I lived at St. Joseph’s 
Convent, Sacramento. 
I was a laundress. 
I was three months in the eountry for my 
health before I came to Schroder’s. 
I was at 
the Sisteis of Charity in South San Fran­ 
cisco, at the large house on the hill. 
That 
was before I went to Sacramento. 
It is not 
the Magdalen Asylum ; it is known as the 
Orphan Asylum. 
I was a conk there. 
(.¿nestion—Do you swear that you never 
were at the Magdalen Asylum, San Fran­ 
cisco? Answer—Í swear 1 never was, and 
do not know where it is. 
I was never in the 
City and County Hospital of San Francisco. 
I did not know any other Sarah Gallagher at 
Sacramento. 
—When did you first communicate to 
Mr. Schroder the facts of your meetings with 
Lefevre? The day after Mr. Schroder was 
arrested. 
I told the clergyman, and he ad­ 
vised me to tell Mr. Schroder. 
Question 
by Mr 
Montgomery—What 
clergyman did you tell that to ? 
Witness—I 
won’t tell. 
Q.—W hat clergyman did you tell that to ? 
The same question wax repeated three or 
four times and the same reply given. 
Mr. Montgomery asked the Court to com­ 
pel an answer. 
A t this point Mr. Foote interposed and 
asked if the clergyman was told at con­ 
fessional. 
Mr. Montgomery—We have a right to 
know the Datne of the clergvman. 
The Court held that the witness must 
give the name of the clergyman, and she re­ 
plied : 
I told it to Father King and Father 
Maguire. 
I told it to Father King in con­ 
fession, and to Father Maguire out of it. 
They told me I must tell Mr. Schroder all 
about it, and go into C >urt and tell the truth. 
I never told Father King anything iu pub­ 
lic. 
Q.—Will you repeat the conversation held 
with Father Maguire ? A .—Not unless the 
Court orders me. 
The Court told her to repeat it, and she 
said : 
Father Maguire shook hands with me. 
I 
was taken to him and iutroduced as the girl 
who lived at Schrodei’s house. 
I told him 
about my meeting with Lefevre and the 
trouble. 
I told him I tried to get Lefevre to 
leave. 
Q.—Did you tell

Iu Iris opceclt at W aterford Paruell a-p- 
{ .rra to have come very near to an aban­ 
donment of all disguise, and to hive more 
tlu.a hinted an ulterior purpose in the pres­ 
ent agitation going the full length of revo- 
h tioti. 
The fact that he professed an 
intention to keep within the Constitution 
vi i cot at all mitigate the siguiiicance of his 
language, for he continuotiy spoke of a 
possible if not probable conjuncture, in 
which, what he is pleased to call lawful 
agitation having failed, it would be neces­ 
sary to resort to stronger measures. There 
tan be no mistake about the defiant atti­ 
tude of the Laud League and its leader, 
but the purpose of the Government re­ 
mains as obscure as evrr, and all that 
can be clearly realized is the complete 
failure of all that has been thus far 
dune both to tup press and to pac­ 
ify the agitators. 
How far 1’arnell 
supposes it possible to carry the present 
conduct of the League it is difficult to us- 
<l-Tstand. dust now it has established a 
system of intimidation which effectually 
annuls the authority of the law, and 
places the country in a condition of prac­ 
tical anarchy. That ruca a state of things 
cannot bo long tolerated by the Govern­ 
ment is perfectly clear, for while any por­ 
tion of the population of Ireland are thus 
terrorized they are deprived of that pro­ 
tection which is their right.

ANOTHER DEMOCRATIC F0R7ERY. 
General Weaver has discovered that a 
letter published during tlic late campaign, 
purporting to bo signed by him, and which 
was a forgery intended to injure him in 
the estimation of his followers, is in the 
same handwriting as the Morey letter. His 
belief in this respect has becu confirmed by 
experts who have mado the comparison, 
and the second forgery is to be placed in 
the hands of the lawyers who are engaged 
on the Morey case.

TELEGRAPHIC. 
The report of the United States Auditor 
of Railroad Accounts, which we printed on 
Monday, contains some observations which 
have a significant bearing upon the rela­ 
tions between the Pacific Railroads, the 
Nation and the State. Referring to the 
fact that the Central Pacific Railroad has 
opened a new and shorter route from San 
Francisco to Sacramento, via Benicia and 
Port Costa, the Auditor says: 
“ This 
“ route is over roads not subsidized by the 
“ United States. 
The Eastern overland 
mail is carried on this route, and the 
bulk of the overland freight and passen­ 
g e r traffic Í3 done upon it, in preference 
“ to the much longer subsidized lines. 
“ The question suggests itself in this con- 
“ nection, however, as to whether three 
‘1 or four hours quicker transit is more to 
“ be considered by the Railway Mail Ser- 
“ vice than the retention of a larger or 
“ smaller proportion of the compensation 
“ for carrying the mail. More important 
“ even than that is the fact that the use of 
“ the new route reduces the amount of 
“ through aud local business of the subsi- 
“ dized lines extending from Sacramento to 
“ Niles, via Tracy, on the net earnings of 
“ which the Government Is entitled to 
“ 25 per cent, 
under the require- 
“ ments of 
the 
sinking-fund law; 
“ and in the same direction, but of 
“ vaster proportions, is the still greater 
“ fact that when the janction of this com- 
“ pany’s leased lines from Goshen south 
“ and east be effected with those of the 
“ AtchiscD, Topeka and Santa Fe Com- 
“ pany iu New Mexico, of every dollar of 
“ overland business diverted and done on 
“ that route at least fifty cents will be 
“ lost from the payments on the part of 
“ the Central Pacific Railroad Companies 
“ to the Government.” These observa­ 
tions deserve to be studied carefully, for 
they serve to illustrate the radical differ­ 
ence between tho State aud tho Federal 
view of the railroad relations. Tho Au­ 
ditor, regarding the extension of the Cali­ 
fornia railroad system solely from the 
standpoint of Federal interest, professes 
alarm and dissatisfaction at the fact that a 
new aud more convenient route between 
this city and San Francisco has been 
opened, and intimates that it would be 
well to compel the railroad company 
to carry the mails over the longer 
route, because it is subsidized. W ith­ 
out the least regard to the interests of 
the California, public or to the extension of 
the commerce of the coast, he points out 
that the building of the Southern Pacific 
is liable to injure the business of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific, and thus to diminish the re­ 
ceipts paid to the Government under the 
Thurman bill. Mr. French, of course, owes 
no allegiance to the Pacific coast. He is 
an officer of the Federal Government, and 
it is his duty to guard the interests of his 
Department. 
The view he takes, how­ 
ever, is undoubtedly identical with that 
which will be taken by all who are con­ 
cerned in protecting national interests, 
and hero lies the significance of his re­ 
marks. Apparently the Federal view of 
the situation would require the abandon­ 
ment of the shorter and more convenient 
routes, and of the entire Southern Pacific 
system, lest the extension of transporta­ 
tion facilities should endanger the Govern­ 
ment securities aud diminish the payments 
into the sinking fund. The National Gov­ 
ernment looks only to its position as a 
creditor, in fact, and it is jealous of every­ 
thing which may affect its hold upon its 
debtor. 
If, however, it is thus watchful of its 
interests, and if it is even disposed to pre­ 
vent the extension of the railroad system, 
and to sacrifice the convenience of the 
public to these consideration?, how can it 
bo imagined that it will tamely submit to 
the irresponsible and unlimited regulative 
power with which our Railroad Commis­ 
sion has been clothed ? It will see at once 
that that body has been vested with pow­ 
ers which enable it to cut down the rates 
of freight and fare beyond the possibility 
of earning current expenses even, and that 
by this enactment the Siate of California 
has practically jeopardized, not only the 
existence of the Thurman sinking fund, 
but the security of the second mortgage 
on the Central Pacific which the Govern­ 
ment holds. That mortgage in fact is 
worthless if the State can step in and 
destroy .the earning capacity of the 
property in pledge, and the 
action 
of 
the 
State 
is 
therefore a di­ 
rect 
attack 
upon 
the 
jurisdiction 
of the United States. The Railroad Com­ 
mission is a tribunal which under the Con­ 
stitution can set the decisions of the United 
States Supreme Court at defiance. That 
Court has declared that Congress has the 
power to compel the payment of the rail­ 
road debt, and for that purpose to take a 
percentage of the earnings of the roads. 
But such a power becomes null and void 
if the State can regulate the earnings of 
the roads, and there can be no question 
that the Railroad Commission was intend­ 
ed to so reduce those earnings that it would 
be impossible for the companies to meet 
the demands of Congress. It is not here 
a ease of a shorter route and a slight di­ 
version of traffic merely. It is an organ­ 
ized machinery for the express purpose of 
depriving tho corporations of the power 
of regulating their own finances. If the 
Federal Government takes alarm at a 
slight diversion of traffic, what will it 
think of the iafiuitely greater scheme of 
spoliation which the Railroad Commission 
embodies ? Let that body promulgate its 
arbitrary tariffs, and the United States 
may abandon all expectation of raisins its 
sinking-fund payments. Nor can there be 
any guarantee for the Federal Government 
so long as the Commission exists in its 
present shape. For the Constitntion ex­ 
pressly empowers it to name any rates it 
pleases, and as expressly absolves it from 
the obligation of naming reasonable rates. 
Therefore there can be no security against 
its enforcement of ruinous rates, and there­ 
fore the United States must demand the 
abrogation of the Commission. It is evi­ 
dent that there cannot be two systems of 
regulation and control for the government 
of the railroads, and it is equally evident 
that in a conflict of authority the State 
system must go to the wall. The United 
States will insist npon what is nominated 
in the bond, and it will set aside the com­ 
munistic machinery established by the State 
to thwart its policy and endanger its se­ 
curity. 
THE CASE OF PH1LP. 
A contemporary fails to understand why 
Philp has been indicted for libel instead of 
forgery. The explanation is simple. The 
laws of New York are so peculiar that a 
charge of forgery cannot be preferred 
where there is no question of financial or 
commercial interest. 
The purpose of the 
Morey letter was not to raise money, and 
. therefore the imitation of General Gar­ 
field’s name on it was not a forgery nnder 
the State statutes. That is why Philp was 
! indicted for criminal libel, and not for 
¡ forgery. 
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E norm ous la u d Fraud* in O r son. 
W ashington. December 7tb.—A report 
just received from Oregon by Commissioner 
\Villiam?on ot the General Land < qtice from 
the Department’s special agent, William F. 
Prosser, brings to light an attempted fraud of 
extraordinary character and enormous di­ 
mensions. It appears that application was 
made to the Department last April by the 
Willamette Vadey an i Caecaoe Military 
Wagon Road Contptny for about 400,000 
acres of land, alleged to have been earned by 
the construction of a military wagon road 
from Albany to the eastern boundary of the 
State, under the Act ot Congress approved 
duly 5, 1800, granting lands to the St-te of 
Oregon for the purpose, and the documentary 
evidence submitted in support of the claim, 
under ssal or the State officers, was so abso­ 
lutely complete aud apparently conclusive 
that the issuance of the desired patents might 
have been expected to take place immedi­ 
ately. It was a matter of recoid, also, that 
some bundled thousand acres had years pre­ 
viously been patented to the company on ac­ 
count of the construction of the western por­ 
tion of this road ; l-ut Commi-sioner Will­ 
iams’ suspicions were aroused by the great 
haste of the company’s representative, and 
by some other circumstances, so that he 
ordered a thorough investigation in the 
held by Special Agent Prosser. His re­ 
port, now 
received, makes 
in sub­ 
stance the following statements, which are 
supported by the affidavits of a number of 
well-known settlers along the lim>_ of the 
road: The company was formed in Linn 
county in 1894. After making a small com­ 
mencement of the work at the western end, 
they obtained the enactment of the land- 
grant law in IS60, aud with the aid of this 
basis of credit constructed a road from Al­ 
bany 150 miles eastward over the mountains, 
which, though destitute of bridges, was pass­ 
able at certain Beasous when the Rtreams 
were low. In the construction of this part 
of the road their means were exhausted, and 
most of the fivo-years’ time provided by law 
for the completion of the road to the Idaho 
line expired. Special Agent Prosper continues: 
“ In order to secure the land graut, the com­ 
pany then took advantage of the open char­ 
acter of the country, and simply made a 
wagon track from Cache creek to the eastern 
boundary of the State, and upon this they 
secured the grant. 
In all that distance, 
more than 350 miles, they had not to build a 
single bridge, and pei formed occasionally 
only a little grading, sufficiently to admit of 
the passage of a lightly loaded wagon. The 
grading did not eo3t them 650U, and an 
average of v5 per mile would cover the entire 
cost o: their location aud construction of the 
so-called road for the eutire distance 
east of the Cascade mountains.” Pross­ 
er 
reports that of course hardly a 
trace of this road can now be found, 
except about 00 miles at the we.-teru end, 
and it would seem from the evidence ob­ 
tained that much of this portion was built 
by the counties, and not by the company. 
Even there the requirements of the law have 
not been complied with in the character of 
the work done. 
. 
Com mis A tier Wil’iamson, in a letter to 
the Secretary of the Interior, summing up 
this report, says : “ It would seem that the 
so-called road, i -r much the greater portion 
of-its lire of route, hcs been from the begin­ 
ning the merest pretense, w ithout bridges or 
grading, and practically u l fit for use except 
under the most favorable circumstance--, 
and that in certain localities there was 
no actual construction whatever, but only 
the marking out of a trail, the cutting of a 
little timber and the removal of a few loose 
stones.” After quoting the pn visions of the 
law, he adds : “ it is true that the entire line 
0f road was accepted by the State, and was 
by State authorities formally certified fo the 
Depaitmont as fully compltred in accordance 
with the law, and the proofs were accepted 
by the Department and the lands withdrawn 
for the beuuKt of the grant. It is tiuc, also, 
that there have been already patented to the 
State, for the benefit of the grant, upwards 
of 100,000 acres of land, all based on said 
proofs’; but in view of the report herewith 
presented I do not see how it could be main­ 
tained that the Government is bound, in the 
face of apparent fraud at any date. Bo far 
as the lands remaining unpatented are con­ 
cerned, I am fully convinced that the pend­ 
ing lists of selection, to the amount of more 
than 440,000 acres, should not be certified or 
patented without further legislation. In my 
opinion the attention of Congress should be 
called to the matter, with a view to tha for­ 
feiture of the graut or the enforcement of a 
full compliance with its terms.” 
All the different sections of the road were 
sworn to by the surveyors and certified to by 
the President of the company. 
Agent Pr.isser states iu his report, without 
comment, that the pre-ent company claim to 
be innocent purchasers from the original 
company. 
Fouliiern Criticism or Hie l’rc.¡dent's 
Message. 
C hicago, December 7th.—The Tim(3 has a 
large number of editorial comments on the 
President’s message, of which the following 
extract from the Richmond Dispatch ¡3 the 
most noteworthy: Mr. Hayes libels the 
South in reference to the negroes. We need 
not stop to refute his false assertions on thi- 
subject, nor take notice of his twaddle about 
ti s solid South.

Of all men 
in the world he should be the last to touch 
this subject—he who allowed his officers to 
stump the country for Gaifield; he who ap­ 
pointed scores of villains to office that aided 
in defrauding South Carolina and Louisi­ 
ana 
out of 
their 
vote for 
Presi­ 
dent in 1870; he who allowed three 
severe 
assessments to be made upon 
all the clerks, male and ft male, in all 
the departa:ent of the Government, to pay 
rascals for cheating Hancock out of the Pres­ 
idency. Mr. Hayes, let us say onco more, is 
a hypocrite. He is a pretty iellow to open 
his mouth on the subject of divorce between 
Congress and the President. The President 
touches upon polygamy, and as a means of 
extirpating it recommends the governing of 
Utah by a Commission. That would serve 
as a precedent for a like mode of governing 
the Southern States, which can 83 easily bo 
converted into Territories as they were a few 
years ago. The President says an army of 
30.000 is the least the couutry can get along 
with. If we are to have Republican rule we 
ought to have three times as many. General 
Hancock could have got along with 20.000. 
The Preeident recommends that West Point 
be put under officers on the retired list—a 
blow at General Schofield and a sop to the 
negro. The President recommends that Gen­ 
eral Grant be made Captain General, with 
all that the title implies. He served as Pres­ 
ident, and received §300,000 for it. He 
served as General and received as much for 
that service, we suppose ; yet he is still to be 
provided for. 
A protest from the South 
would insure the success of the scheme. We 
forbear to comment upon it. So much for 
Hayes’ last message. Its tons bodes no good 
to the country; but we have some faith in 
his successor. Mr. Garfield can be a great 
man. Let us see if he will be. 
Heavy Business F allare. 
New Yobk, December 7t¿.—L. G. Arnold 
& Sons, ccffee-dealers at No. 125 Front sreet, 
made an assignment to-day to J. Lawrence 
and C. Keever of No. 128 Pearl street. The 
firm's unsecured liabilities are placed at be­ 
tween §750,000 and §1,000,000, divided be­ 
tween this city and Philadelphia. For some 
months the credit of the home has been im­ 
paired, owing to its known connection with 
vast coffee speculations, and the shrinkage in 
that article seriously affected the standing of 
tbe house, bat it? failure was not considered 
for an instant. 
Its transactions have been 
on the grandest scale. It tried to control the 
entire coffee market of the world. The sus­ 
pension created very little excitement on 
’Change. It is reported that several large 
Philadelphia houses have been compromized. 
A frier d of the firm stated this afternoon 


that they would pay every penny they owed; 
that Arnold owned a large amount of first- 
class stocks and large blocks of valuable real 
estate. He stated that the firm had over 
§300.000 surplus. The rumor of the suspen­ 
sion epread quickly about the lower part of 
the city and caused considerable surprise. 
Coff .e-deaiers on Front and Wail streets ex­ 
pressed sympathy for Arnold in bis misfor­ 
tune, th ugh the opinion teemed to be gen­ 
eral that after an accounting had been made 
the assets would be sufficient to cover all 
liabilities. 
Counting the Electoral Vole. 
W a sh in g to n, December 7tb.—The dis­ 
cussion in the House to-dey as to whether 
the joint resolution on Electoral count was a 
question of privilege brought out- sharply the 
two sides of the question really involved, the 
Democrats holding that the House alone 
could judge whether a contingency had arisen 
which would demand of the House the count­ 
ing of the vote for Prerident and Vice-Presi­ 
dent, while the Republicans, headed by 
Robeson, held that the House could not, by 
appointing tellers, elect a President, nor could 
it create the contingency in which it claimed 
the right to count the vote. They could only 
be notified of such contingency by the Senate. 
If the President of the Senate declared a 
President elected, he is elected. 
Reagan declared that the President of the 
Senate was only a medium between the two 
houses, whereon Conger made an elaborate 
argument, technical and general iu its logic, 
and he argued that the Speaker could only 
declare this a privileged question on some 
wild theory, revolutionary in itself; that the 
countiy had barely escaped a revolution and 
was -threatened again and again with the 
same danger. 
Hooker replied to Conger, quoting full 
precedent?, etc. 
Robson, Updegraff, V.'hit'horr.e and others 
took part in the debate, the latter assertiug 
that tho pending Presidential election was in 
no wise concerned in thrs matter. Garfield 
had been elected by the people, and lie for 
one should see that he was inaugurated. 
The Speaker said that the Twelfth Article 
of the Constitution provides for counting the 
electoral vote and Section 142 of the Revised 
Statutes provides that the electoral vote shall 
be ascertained and declared agreeably to the 
Constitution. This law also fixes ¡he time 
for counting the vote, and fixes this session as 
the one at which the count shall be made 
of the last Presidential election. The uni­ 
form practice, certainly the recent practice, 
goes to the extent of showing aud places 
a fair construction on what has been the 
action of Congress, but the two houses 
do count, and have counted, the electoral 
vote. The two houses of Congress in the 
first session of the Thirty-eighth Congress 
agreed to the twenty-second joint rule for 
counting the vote. The Senate, in the Forty- 
fourth Congress, re-enacted all the joint 
rules rf the Forty-third Congress except the 
twenty-second, and the House taking no 
action thereon, the Senate declared there 
were no joint rules in force. The Senate de­ 
cided in t he Forty-foui th Congress, by a vote 
of 38 to 7, that the President of the Senate 
has no power to count the vote. The Senate 
now sends this joint rule to take the place of 
the twenty-second joint rule. If the Chair 
were to refuse on technicalities to allow an 
adjustment between the two houses as to the 
government of thehouses when in joint session, 
such proceeding must lead to chaos, confu­ 
sion, perhaps revolution : but as fur as the 
question of privilege really is concerned, the 
Chair is of opinion that it makes no differ­ 
ence by whom the votes are coUDttd if dor.e 
by the two houses. It is the highest duty 
they have to perform—one imposed directly 
by the Constitution relating to the election of 
President and Vice-President—and the very 
existence of our form of government may 
depend upon it. If counted by any other 
person, it must be done in the presence of the 
two houses ; so all rules regulating the joint 
meeting ere of tlie highest privilege, affecting 
as they .do the cxei cise of the most important 
function of the two houses. It is not com­ 
petent for tho House to make any rifle which 
obstructs in any degree the execution of the 
terms of the Constitution. The Chair, there­ 
fore, considers, in view of past practices, that 
it is a question of privilege. 
C olo rad o a n d tin- > > « C a b in e t. 
W a s h in g t o n , December 7th.—Representa­ 
tive Belford, who returned to Washington 
to-day, says the Colorado Congressional dele­ 
gation intend to make a vigorous effort to 
secure representation in President Garfish's 
Cabinet. They claim that Colorado is en i- 
tied to such representation on many grounds. 
First, it is a reliable Republican State; sec­ 
ond, it has vast mining interests which arc 
constantly enlarging, and in which the win !e 
country is interested ; third, it has a large 
interest in the i>r- per solution of the IiiuÁh 
problem; fourth, two continental railroad 
lines traverse tlic limits of that State, and 
intimately connect it with the vast com­ 
merce iu which the whole country is 
interested; sixth, the proper disposition of 
the public lands is another subj*et 
in which Colorado is largely interested. AH 
these interests, it is argued, give Colorado an 
exceptional status, and should be represented 
in the Cabinet. Judge Belford fuithersays 
the delegation propose to urge Governor 
John L. Routt for the position, on the 
grounds that he is intimately acquainted 
with all the growing interests of the W est; 
is a man of unimpeachable integrity, of large 
experience ar.d great executive ability, and 
iu the judgment of the delegation his ap­ 
pointment would be satisfactory to the Pa­ 
cific coast. It is further argued that if the 
States of the Far West are to he represented 
in the Cabinet, Colorado has an additional 
claim iu the fact that while California and 
Nevada fell by the wayside, Colorado actu­ 
ally increased her Republican majority.

taxes on gold and silver coin in the hands of 
individual?. 
Violent yelone Iu Misaonrt. 
St. L o u is, December 7th.—A cyclone 
passed over the section of country near Car­ 
thage yesterday, destroying fences and a few 
farm houses. No lives were lost except that 
Mr. Quimby was fatally injured. At Sar- 
coxie the storm raged with groat fury. A 
blacksmith shop was totally de-troyed, the 
Masonic Hall twisted off its foundation, 
ruining it, and many other buildings badly 
damaged, and fences and outhouses carried 
away. In Round Prairie the school-house 
w»s destroyed, and even the stone foundation 
carried away for several rods. The house of 
John McCoy was nearly lifted off its founda­ 
tion. Mr. Newman’s house was blown down 
and his two little girls fatally injured. The 
timber in the court# of tbe storm was all torn 
up.

A H orrible T riple M urder—An Old M an, 
Ills Ilang bter and B ran d -rb lld sluiu 
by a M aniac. 
St. L o u is, December 7th.—Information of 
a most horrible triple murder, committed by 
an insane man this morning near Chester, 
111., is received here to-night. It appears 
that a young man, 20 years of age, named 
Lr.uis Tockstein, living a short distance from 
Chester, became insane a few days ago from 
religious excitement. 
Yesterday ho was 
taken before the Couit by a Deputy Sheriff, 
adjudged insane and placed in charge of two 
guards to be taken to the asylum at Jackson­ 
ville. The guard took’ the man to a hotel in 
town, and remained with him all night. 
About 0 o’clock this morning he called for 
water to wash himself. One of the guards 
brought him some iu a basin, which he 
took and immediately flung it into the 
guard’s face. 
He then dashed through 
the 
front 
window 
of 
the 
room, 
and ran down the road leading out into the 
country, blood streaming from his hands 
from cuts made by the broken glass. About 
a quarter of a rnilo from town is the house of 
Thomas Ryau, an old man of 06 years, with 
whom lived his widowed daughter, Mrs. 
Smith, and her little girl of 12 years, and a 
boy still younger. 
Tockstein, who had 
stripped himself naked on the road, rushed 
wildly in and ordered the inmates to kneel 
down and pray, saying they had but fifteen 
minutes to live, 'lhey oil obeyed but the 
little boy-, who escape 1 from the house, ran 
to a neighbor’s and gave the alarm. When 
the friends arrived at the scene they found 
Ryan and Mrs. Smith dead, with their skulls 
smashed in by an ax, and the little girl lying 
headless on the fl or, the maniac having 
chopped the child’s head .completely off. Hav­ 
ing finished his bloody work at this place, he 
seized tiro bleeding head of the innocent 
child by its long flaxen hair, and swinging it 
over his own head he dashed off iut 1 the road 
again. About a quarter of a miie beyond he 
stopping at the house of Dr. Gordon, which 
he entered. He found only a servant girl, 
whom he ordered, as he had the Ryan fam­ 
ily, to kneel and pray-. The girl screamed, 
w hrh brought the hired man from the stable, 
and Dr. Gordon appeared at the same time. 
After a fierce and desperate struggle tiny 
overpovFered and bound him with rope. H 
was taken to Chester aud his wounds 
dressed, clothe3 put on him and placed in 
charge of pcrEocs who brought him to East 
St. Louis to-night and took him thence to

These are sufficient to break the yoke of 
English 11.«government and chase from the 
country that usurpation which has long had 
its heel upon our neck. Look at what we 
have done to this pitiful Government in 
tw-elve months. We have obliged them to 
reverse every principle, eveiy law, every tra­ 
dition ou which they have built their posi­ 
tion. We have made them eat their speeches 
—even Gladstone. I don’t believe Gladstone 
can settle the Irish question without 
breaking up h¡3 Cabinet. 
lie could not 
even pass his miserable Compensation bill 
last year. Ii I had not been confident that 
tho Loros wou'd reject it, I would have had 
the Irish party reject it, but I preferred to 
let the Lords do my dirty work.

We 
refuse to plunge this country into the 
horrors of civil war, when she has not 
a chance ; but I ask any man at this 
board, I ask any true Irishman—be he priest 
or layman—whether he would not consider it 
the tb-ct duty of an Irishman to do what he 
could to enable his country to take its place 
among the nations of the world ? [Deafening 
cheers.J If it could be proved to you that 
there is a fair prospect ihat success would 
follow from the sacrifice, I ask you whether 
it would not be your highest duty to give 
your lives for ycur country that cave you 
birth? I call for no useless sacrifice. 1 do 
uot wish to be misunderstood. Our present 
path is within the limits of the C nstitution. 
England has given us that Constitution for 
her purposes. We will use it for ours. If I 
ever call upon the people to go beyond the 
Constitution, we shall do ?o openly and 
above board. We shall not n-k the people 
to take a risk we are not willing to share. 
But, for the present we will remain with the 
Constitution, relying on parliamentary ac­ 
tion in England, and upon organized na­ 
tional action at home. I believe we have in 
these the power to achieve our ends. We 
call upon you, if you believe in their use, and 
believe in our honesty, to help U3 with the 
ability and the genius God has giveu you, 
confident in the future of our common cmUU- 
t:y. [Great cheers.]

The City Board of Education met in spe­ 
cial session last night.

Mr. Hornblower replied that as to the pe­ 
tition for Mr. McDonald’s place by the El 
D rado applicant, it was a petition handed 
him by Senator Brown, of El Dorado, with a 
request to present it. It was his duty to pre­ 
sent it, and he did. 
When ho filed it, he 
j kingly remarked to Mr. Landes that ho 
t card there were five votes for the applicant.

T hat Small-pox Case.—A representative 
of the R ecohd-U nion visited the neighbor­ 
hood of the suiall-pox case last evening, and 
ascertained that the statement published 
yesterday morning was correct. Mr. and 
Mrs. Clark, in whose house the cate is lo­ 
cated, emphatically stale that no member of 
the family has been outside the gate since the 
quarantine was established, and that no per­ 
son except the attending physician and veg­ 
etable peddler has come within the yard, 
beyond the one or two before referred to,who 
went away as soon as their attention was 
called to the flags, and were in no possible 
manner exposed to tbe disease. These facts 
are confirmed by N. J. Toll, the nearest 
neighbor to Mr. Clark, and whose statements 
can be entirely relied upon. He lives imme­ 
diately by the quarantined premises, and 
states that with the exception of last Mon­ 
day, when he was one of the Judges of the 
school election, he has been at Iiia house 
ever since the restrictions were placed 
upon the family by the BparJ of Health,

S udden D ea th.—William Kleinsorge, a 
member oí the firm of Lindley & Co., and 
who resides at Fourteenth and L streets, 
died last evening very suddenly of heart dis­ 
ease.
